The combination as claimed wherein a method for measuring movement of a 
solid, comprising a criterion of slowness of movement is chosen, and when the 
movement meets this criterion after one of the measurements of the second degree of 
freedom, the measurement of the second degree of freedom obtained is used to update 
the first translation (claim 10) is not disclosed, suggested, or made obvious by the prior 
art of record. 
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As previously discussed, Foxlin (US 5,645,077) does not disclose updating a 
first translation based on a criterion of slowness of movement. 

Horton et al. (US 5,819,206) discloses a method and apparatus for determining 
position and orientation of a moving object using accelerometers (see Title).
